MAN PUT IN TWO

Former Choreman at Hippo- 
drome Hostelry Tells of ‘‘Elec- 
trician’’ Who Came Daily 


A man who said he was an electrician 
worked daily for two weeks in the Hip- 
podrome Hotel, Sixth and Walnut 
streets, installing the elaborate arson 
plant which was discovered after the ex- 
tinguishing of a fire in one of the hotel 


rooms early yesterday ‘morning. The

Harry Sadek of 4059A De Tonty street, 
| proprietor of the hotel, who was ar- 
rested after the fire, has been released 
on bond; Thomas Haynes of 3990A Olive 
street, clerk in the hotel on the night 
of the fire, and Henrienia Smiley, negro 
maid, are being held as a precaution, 
Lut the police have found no evidence 
connecting them with the arson plot. 
Finger Prints Are Photographed. 
inger prints found on the jars of oil, 
which were set about the hotel, in places 
where oil-soaked strips of gauze and 
paper were expected to ignite them, 
have been photographed by the police 
band will be compared with the finger 
prints of the man suspected of laying 
the arson pliant, if he is Caught. Haynes’ 
finger prints and those of the negress 
do not resemble those which the police 
photographed. 

Paiton, who worked as choreman at 
ithe hotel for two weeks, quitting ten 
Gays aso, was arrested today as a wit- 
ness, and he readily told of what he 
had seen in his daily work. He said the 
hotel had no guests whjle he was there, 
end that a man would come at 8 o'clock 
every morning and look over the books, 
and would then put on overalls and cap 
and go upstairs. Patton said the man 
told nim, if anyone called, not to go 
upstairs after him, but to ring the bell 
in room 17. This was the only one of 
the 21 rooms in the house in which some 


incendiary preparation has not since 
been found. 
Every morning, Patton said, he would 


find a pile of plaster in a tobacco car- 
ton or some other receptacle on the 
back porch, and would carry it into the 
basement. He said the man told him 
that the plaster was removed in doing 
electrical work. Yesterday's investiga- 
tien showed that. it was removed in or- 
der to hang o'l-soaked gauze between 
the two rows of laths within the wall. 
Says Sadek Brought in Tubs. 
A few days before Patton left, he said, 
Sadek prought in thrce new tubs, and 
at another time, he said, Sadek brought 
two bolts of gauze. Patton said he took 
one to fadek’s garage on De Tonty 
street. Sadek telling him that he in- 
tended to use it as an underlayer for 
wall paper. Patton dic not know what 
was done with the other bolt. He said 
Sadek was in and out of the hotel at 
different times during the day. 
Sadek also brought in five square 
cans, he said, and told Patton they con- 
tained lubricating oil for his machine. 
Patton believes tha man worked on 
the premises at night, as well as by 
day, anil that he continued his work 
until the day before the fire. Thursday 
morning. he said, he chanced to pass 
the hotel at 8 o'clock and saw the man 
leaving, with a straw suit case in his 
hand. 
Investigation has shown that insur- 
ance policies amounting to $11,000 on the 
hotel furnishings, held in six companies, 
were renewed by Sodeh April 11, the 
date of their expiration.

Lloyd-George Reveals Scheme 
and Says Strong Action Is 
Necessary.

LONDON, April 29.—Chancellor of the 
Exchequer David Lloyd-George made 
known in the House of Commons this 
afternoon his plan to deal with the ques- 
tion of the too great consumption of al- 
coholic iiquors in England. 

He proposes a very heavy surtax on 
both spirits and beers containing more 
than 7 per cent of proof spirits, and the 
duty on spirits is to be doubled. 

In areas producing materials of war or 
in which transport work is performed 
and in some camp areas, the Govern- 
nient is to have complete control of the 
saloon drink. 


Difficulties Encountered. 

Chancellor in his opening. sen- 
ted that difficulties had. been 
as he said: ‘‘After weeks of 
nd a solution of the ques- 
tion, I am ‘prepared to take a pledge 
never to politically touch ¢Grink again.”’ 

The Chancellor said nothing but real 
nececsity had driven the Government 
to submit proposals on this subject, but 
it was above all important that the 
country be able to utilize every available 
resource to increase the supplies of mu- 
nitions of war. 

Victory was largely a question of 
material, he said, and when the time 
came to drive the Germans out or 
Flanders and France, the expenditure 
of ammunition and other war material 
must be on a greater scale and of a 
more sustained character than anything 
yet witnessed in any way. The nation 
must subordinate everything to the 
present struggle and the Government 
was entitied to ask everyone to clecr 
“11 obstacles out of the way of win- 
ning a struggle which means the life 
or death of the empire.

April 29.- “According to reliable informa- 
tion, the Austro-Italian negotiations are 
proceeding satisfactorily,’ says the 
Overseas News Agency. “‘The most dif- 
ficult point already has been overcome. 
The remaining ones are comparatively 
unimportant.”

ROME, April 29.—Italy is continuing 
negotiations with the Powers arrayed 
on both sides in the war. The diplo- 
matic interchanges with the allies are 
designed definitely to clear the atmos- 
phere with regard to what Italy would 
obtain should she enter the war on the 
sides of the Triple Entente. The con- 
versation with the Central Empires 
seem to aim chiefly at convincing Vien- 
na and Berlin that this country is de- 
termined to remain steadfast in Her de- 
mands. 

It is said to have been pointed out to 
Germany and Austria that the Italian 
program has not been framed by the 
present Cabinet, which might be 
changed with a change in government, 
but is based upon the unanimous and 
insistent demands of the country to 
which the Cabinet must submit or be 
removed from office. Foreign Minister 
Sonnino is credited with the ability to 
hammer home as forcefully as any 
other man in the country Italy’s deter- 
mination to insist upon realizing her 
territorial aspirations. He is said to 
have resisted obstinately the diplomatic 
efforts of Prince von Buelow, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, while insisting that 
Trent and Trieste are Italian by race 
and history and must be returned to 
Italy. 

Reported Agreement With Allies. 

From persons in close touch with the 
war situation, as it affects Italy, there 
was obtained today information which 
indicates' that the Government has ar- 
rived at an understanding with Great 
Britain and France concerning the terms 
on whica Italy will enter the war, if she 
eventually decides to do so. This in- 
formation, while unofficial, is gathered 
from men who have made a close and 
careful study of the _ situation. 
agreement is described as followr: 

First. a provision for €oncerted 
riiltitary action. Iteiy will refrain 
from hostilities during the present 
stage of desultory trench warfare, 
which would enable Germany ana 
Austria to coneent:'ate a large par‘ 
ef their forces against her. She 
will tine her blow contemporaneous- 
ly with a general effort by all the 
opponents of the central empires 
now in the field. 

Second, au understanding concern- 
ing the territory to be awarded to 
Italy in the event of victory. 

Third, a provision that after the 
war an alliance shall be formed be- 
tween Italy and the present ‘Triple 
Entente of Great Britain, France 
and Russia. 

Italy Aided by France. 

It is intimated that at the outset Great 
Britain was not disposed to make terms 
with Italy, but that Italy firmly de- 


out first having reached a definite agree- 
ment with them concerning the nature 
and time of her co-operation, boundary 
readjustments after the war and per- 
manent assistance from the allies. Italy 
is said tr. have received powerful as- 
sistance from French diplomacy in 
reaching the desired understanding on 
these points. 

Prince von Buelow still is striving to 
induce Austria to make concessions and 
prevent Italy from becoming one of the 
belligerents. 

A member of the Government, when 
asked whether any agreement had been 
reported with the central empires, made 
the significant reply: ‘‘Nothing has been 
done and nothing will be done.” 

Deputy Barzilai, a native of Trieste, 
who has been elected to the Chamber 
from Rome for the last % years, speak- 
ing of the patriotic event at Quarto 
Sant’ Elana, May 5, when a monument 
will be unveiled in memory of Garibaldi 
volunteers in the presence of the King 
and veterans of the war of independ- 
ence, said: “‘This event will be official 
decision of war against Austria, it will 
be a challenge of the Latin to the Ger- 
man world.”’

Von Buelow Got Francis- Joseph to Make Offers 
| by Threatening to Resign—Said to Be 


Resources.

ON THE ITALIAN FRONTIER, April 
2.—There has been received here from 
& source in Rome that is thoroughly 
trustworthy a presentation of recent po- 
litical developments. This disclosure, it 
is said, may now be made without detri- 
ment to the interests affected as the sit. 
uation has reached such a point that no 
1revelations can affect the policy settled 
upon by Italy. The information thus 
received is as follows: 

When Prince von Buelow was accredit- 
ed to Rome as German Ambassador he 
was charged with the definite task of 
bending every effort toward preventing 
Italy from entering the war. 

At first the Ambassador received er- 
couragement that his mission might re- 
sult in success. He was too astute a dip- 
lomat, however, not to perceive thar 
back of this complaisant attitude of 
Italy lay the pressing necessity of gain- 
ing time, for Italy was unprepared for 
war and needed an interval for prepara- 
tions. The Ambassador accordingly 
sought to tie Italy's hands by present- 
ing concrete offers. which, even if satis- 
fving her only in part, would cause a 
large section of the public to urge the 
Government to accept them and thus 
avoid the hardships of war. 

Von Buelow Made Vague Offer. 

It was under these circumstances that 
the German Ambassador first proposed 
a settlement whereby Italy should re- 
ceive the Austrian territory inhabited 
principally by Italians. This suggestion 
criginally was vague and was not ac- 
companied by evidence that Austria has 
acquiesced in it. Several weeks were 
required to give shape to this proposal 
which eventually was reduced to a plan 
for rectification of the Italian frontier 
in such a way as to make it less open to 
invasion. 

Meantime Italy's military preparations 
were approaching completion. This en- 
ubled Foreign Minister Sonnino to as- 
sume a firmer attitude. He said clearly 
that the Government could not possibly 
come to any understanding which was 
contrary to the unanimous wishes of the 
people and Parliament, stating that 
there was a complete unification of: sen- 
timent. Furthermore, he said, the Cabi- 
net was unwilling to continue negotia- 
tions initiated by Germany unless they 
should be participated in by Austria, 
with which any agreement necessarily 
must be concluded. 

Austria at first declared that Emperor 
Francis-Joseph would never consent to 
the alienation of one inch of territory. 
Thus facing an imoossible situation. 
Prince von Buelow threatened to aban- 
don his post. Rather than force 4 rup- 
ture, Austria entered the negotiations 
and asked Italy to state her demands. 


Wanted Servia Kept Intact. 
It was at the middle of March when 


Italy made a response, repeating to Aus- 
tria virtually what she had already 
said about territorial aggrandizement to 
Prince von Buelow. To this she added 
that she wished Austria to pledge her- 
self, that, whatever the result of the 
war, she would respect the territorial 
integrity of Servia. The reason for this 
request was that Italy having taken her 
stand on the pririciple of political solid- 
arity for the Italian race, could not con- 
sitsently be a party, even indirectly, to 
any settlement of the war whereby the 
political entity of the Serbs would be 
threatened. 

The Austrian view was taken that 
Ital’s demands were excessive and un- 
acceptable. She intimated that she con- 
sidered it astonishing that Italy, having 
declared herself neutral when the war 


began, should interfere in any settle- 
ment between Austria and Servia in 
addition to claiming for herself ex- 


tensive territories possessed by Austria. 
The two points of view were so far 


papart that a rupture seemed inevitaDle, = 
but Prince von Buelow succeeded ip ; 
averting such a conclusion. The nege- 
tiations were taken up afresh. Signor 
Sonnino stated that the minimum of 
Italian demands included, itn addition 
to the clause concerning Serbia, cession 
by Austria of the entire province 
Trent and of Istma, with Triest and 
Pola, and also a certain number of the 
Dalmatian islands. 
At End of Resources. 

Austria came forward with counter 
sugzestions, limiting the territory to be 
ceded to part of the province of Trent 
and certain other territory, excluding 
Pola and Triest. The latter city, nuder 
this arrangement was to be trans- 
/ormed into a free town under Austrian 


suzerainty. | 
Italy definitely refused these pro- — 
proposals. It is asserted that Prince 


von Buelow came to the end of his re- 
posals. It is asserted that Prince 
be made a Hanseatic town under inter- 
national control, and that he expected 
both Vienna and Rome to refuse. 


It is understood that little has been Pert 
accomplished since these last named eee 
proposals failed, and accordingly there ae 


is a general feeling that Italy will have 
recourse to arms.

Now she 
has to live in a cheap zoological tene- 
ment house with only a lot of parrots, 
‘possums, cogons, monkeys and guinea 
pigs for neighbors. It is true, there, 
is a mountain lioness in the apartment 
next to ours, but she isn’t in our set 
and Gretchen will have nothing to do 
with her. 
“It’s tough to have to look like the 
King of Beasts when you feel like the 
deuce because you haven't enough fresh 
air or enough room to turn around in. 
It was bad before and now they are 
making it worse. This shack they Call 
an animal house in a joke, and not a 
very broad one at that—only about 30 
feet wide and 60 feet ‘long. It always 
was in a hollow.

The main animal house formerly was a 
mor.key and rabbit case when the Zoo 
was in another part of Forest Parx 
before the World’s i‘air in 1904. After 
it was moved to its present 
location, whici: is in cne of the lowest 
portions of the park. In rainy weather 
ihe water from the surrounding hills 
drains into this hollow and often floods 
the animal Luilding. 

In the building are taree lions, about 
# monkeys avd ai cdd assortment wf 
~arrots, guinea pigs, opossums, ‘coons 
und three lizards known as Gila mor- 
sters. 

Stables Poor Shelter. 

West of this building is the big bird- 

cage, a heritage from the World's Fair, 
in which is a constantly diminishing 
collection of birds, none of them very 
rare or valuable.

organisms, or germs, and _  dfvided 


these between the classes in which in- 
fection is carried by persons and that 
in which it is carried by animals or 
insects. 

The human being does not always 
become free from certain disease 
gwerms at the time of recovery from 
the disease, he said, and it is thus 
possible for persons, not themselves 
ill, to carry the germs of disease to 
others. He mentioned the case of 
“Typhoid Mary” in New York as an 
example of this. 

He spoke of the work done for the 
Panama Canal Zone in banishing the 
mosquito, thereby doing away with 
yellow fever, and spoke of the pres- 
ent plague of typhus fever in Servia 
as a disease which could be reached 
by somewhat similar measures.

Evidently the cartoonist and the editor forget 
the distinction between an Ambassador and any 
other person; we have iong since become accus- 
tomed to newspaper libels and lampoons of our 
President and other public men, so much so that 
nothing appears sacred in their eyes, the many 
libel verdicts against newspapers testifying most 
eloquently to the truth of my assertion. 

-)) @hancellor Kent, in speaking of Ambassadors, 
hn vol. I of his Commentaries, page 38, says as 
follows: “As Ambassadors are representatives of 
their sovereigns, and requisite for negotiations 
and friendly intercourse, their persons, by the 
consent of all nations, have been deemed invio- 
lable, and the instances are rare in which popular 
passions, or perfidious policy, have violated this 
immunity.” By fiction of law, an Ambassador is 
considered as if he were out of tho territory of 
the foreign Power, and it is an implied agree-, 
tment among the nations, that the Ambassador, 
while he resides within the foreign state, shall 
be considered as a member of his own country, 
and the Government he represents has exclusive 
cognizance of his conduct and control o* his 
person.” 
' A cartoon, ridiculing the English Ambassador, 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, would be just as objection- 
able, for we are at peace with both England and 
Germany. Inasmuch as an Ambassador repre- 
sents his nation, the cartoon could and should 
just as well have depicted the German nation in 
the act of being spanked by Uncle Sam. The only 
time we should applaud such a cartoon should be 
in the event we are at war with Germany, and 
not otherwise. 

Citing the cartoon from the Simplicissimus as 
your justification is no excuse, because that paper 
circulates only amongst Germans, whereas your 
paper circulates in a country where many of the 
citizens have relatives and friends in the country 
ridiculed. Besides, the Simplicissimus cartoon 
tells the truth, because it is openly acknowledged 
by every business man in this country that our 
sale of arms to the allies which are being used 
to exterminate the German people, used not only 
by the civilized English and French, but by bar- 
barians from Russia and the savage wild men from 
the Congo, and the benighted Zulu Kaffirs from 
South Africa is of enormous profit to us.

As to Segregation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There is not so much prejudice against the ne- 
gro as the segregation movement would indicate. 
Many whites who have worked hard for their 
homes have lost thousands of dollars by negro 

mity—some of them old-time Abolitionists. 
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The arson plant at the Hippodrome Hotel calls 
attention to the need of efficient ways and means 
and energetie effort to prevent fires and check 
the menacing activities of fire criminals. 

The Fire Prevention Bureau, maintained by the 
insurance interests, does good work in prescribing 
precautions and inspecting insured premises, but 
there is a wide field outside of this for preventive 
and punitive work—guarding against arson at- 
tempts and investigating the origin, causes and 
circumstances of fires which may supply evidence 
of crime or carelessness. 

The Legislature failed to pass the Fire Marshal 
bill, which would have provided stringent regula- 
tions and adequate powers and forces to enforce 
them. The city, however, has the power under the 
new charter to create the office of Fire Marshal, 
under the immediate direction of the Fire Chief in 
the Department of Public Safety. A bill in the 
late Municipal Assembly creating the office was 
withdrawn for economy reasons, but to save 
money which might prevent fires, causing heavy 
losses and increased insurance rates, is poor econ- 
omy. It is shutting the spigot and opening the 
bung hole. A few thousand dollars for preven- 
tion, which might save millions in fire waste and 
excessive rates, would be a profitable investment. 

That a band of arson criminals is operating in 
this city is known to the fire and police authori- 
ties. They are ably and skillfully defended 
against legal prosecution. That there is great lack 
of fire precautions is known to the authorities. 
Neither money nor labor should be spared to catch 
these criminals and provide adequate safeguards 
against accidental fires. The municipal authori- 
ties should earnestly undertake the task of re- 
ducing fire risks and preventing arson. They 
should use all the legal powers in their hands and 
all the money necessary to exercise them efficient- 
ly for this purpose. Let us have a vigorous anti- 
fire campaign.

Deaths among babies whose fathers get §25 
or more a week, 84 out of every 1000.

The banking firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., sole 
purchasing agents of the British Government in 
the United States, has been made the object of 
malicious attack in Parliament. It is charged 
that orders for millions of dollars’ worth of 
equipment for the British army and navy have 
been thriftily placed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
with the steel plants which J. P. Morgan & Co. 
own. 

It is further charged that if independent firms 
submit tenders for contracts which cut under 
Steel Trust prices, J. P. Morgan & Co., in its 
official capacity as agents of the British Govern- 
ment, rejects them. Then, in its private capacity 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., honest American bankers, 
it accepts the tenders at the prices specified 
and sells the goods at the advanced trust prices 
to the London Government. . 

The uncharitable, unreasonable, captiots na- 
tire of these attacks will be appreciated in 
America where the successful methods of this 
highly reliable banking house are better known. 
J. P. Morgan & Co. has also acted as fiscal 
agents of the American Government in times 
past, buying huge bond issues at a low wholesale 
price and beginning to retail them the next day 
at a sharp advance. It compels the vast Ameri- 
can railroad systems it controls to buy their 
rails at trust prices from the roiling mills it 
likewise controls. It is safe to conjecture that 
no products have been supplied the British navy 
at prices yielding ‘any such enormous profits 
ax those obtained from the armor plate on which 
the firm has soaked the American navy for 
years. 

The British complain because they are not 
used to it. If the threatened investigation is 
held it will only be found that J. P. Morgan & 
Co. are prudently seeing to it that the immense 
orders for war material placed in America for 
foreign delivery do not upset the established 
monopoly in price control.

An old newspaper we picked up from ore of 
the ships we captured told of how the band 
on an American war vessel played the Star 
Spangled Banner as one of our regular war 
cruisers was steaming out of Honolulu harbor 
with an overwhelming force reported waiting 
outside. I mention this only because I think 
it the highest compliment that could have 
been paid to the German ship, and it is a sam- 
ple of the courtesy and chivalry which I have 
found Americans have shown toward German 
fighters in every part of the world. I[ real- 
ize that many Americans are opposed to the 
German cause and sympathize with the allies, 
but nevertheless when it comes to individuals 
they are as ready to extend encouragement, 
to wish Godspeed, and to extend the hand of 
fellowship to the fighting man, whether he be 
German, British, French or another aational- 
ity. 

Spoken—cer rather written—like a soldier or 
sailor. As in the case of our Civil War stay-at- 
homes, intolerance on the issues of the present 
conflict increases’ with the distance from the firing 
line. The most bitter critics of the quality of 
American public opinion and the blameless neu- 
tral course of our Government are hyphenated 
Americans 4000 miles from where any fighting 
is done.

ICAR LINE CHANGES 
WHEN STATE BOARD 
MAKES ITS REPORT 


President McCulloch Says Com- 
pany Is Waiting Upon Com- 
mission’s Recommendations. 


Richard MecCuiloch. president and 


gereral manager ef the United Rai’- 
ways Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that the company was waiting 
fer the report of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission with respect to ex- 
tensions of lines and improvements for 


relieving congestion of traffic before 
making any definite arrangements witn 
ibe city authorities along these lines. 

In a recent:interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter McCulloch said the 
United Railways would meet the re- 
quirements of the Public Service Com- 
mission even if it bankrupted the coa- 
pany. Director of Public Utilities 
Hooke, in a speech before the Business 
Men’s League yesterday, said he hoped 
tc be able to make announcement soon 
that the United Railways would make 
extensions of lines in North and South 
St. Louis that would give direct con 
nection with Broadway, and would 
make other improvements for relieving 
the congested conditions of traffic dur- 
ing the rush hours. 

McCulloch said that proposed exten: 
siors of the lines, and the increased fa- 
cilities for handling traffic during rush 
hours, had been carefully considered by 
the Public Service Commission, and had 
been discussed before that body in sev- 
eral hearings at the Planters Hotel. 

Expecting Report Every Day. 

‘We are expecting the report of the 
commission every day,” McCulloch said 
today. “I do not think it would be wise 
for the railways ¢ompany to do any- 
| thing until it knows definitely what th2 
Public Service Commission expects from 
‘t. We have discussed these matters 
with Director Hooke, as we did with 
the Public Service Commission.” 

The engineers of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, after making an in- 
vestigation of traffic conditions in 
St. Louis, recommended that the rail- 
ways company be required to opérate 
sufficient cars during the rush-hour 
periods to provide 76 seats for each 
100 passengers transported. During 
the Sonrush-hour periods the engi- 
neers recOmmended that the company 
operate enough cars to provide seats 
for praeétically all passengers. The 
railways company, at the public hear- 
ings, protested against this recom- 
mendation, declaring that the stand- 
ard fixed was too severe, and was 
high 1 gah than the standard made by 
any other Public Service Commission. 

Eager to Put in Loops. 
The company’s officials indicated 
that they were eager to put in all 
the loops recommended by the engi- 
neers for the relief of traffic condi- 
tions in the business districts. 
The engineers recommended the ex- 
tension of the Taylor line from Floris- 
Sant avenue to Broadway to provide 
a direct connection between North 
Broadway and the western and south- 
western portions of the city. The 
cost of this extension was estimated 
at only $60,889. 
Another North St. Louis extension 
recommended by the engineers was 
that of the Jesferson avenue line from 
Jefferson avenue and Hebert street to 
Broadway and Salisbury street. By 
operating the Jefferson cars on 
Broadway between Salisbury street 
and Bremen avenue, a direct connec- 
tion with the McKinley bridge would 
be formed.

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PRAYED ALL NIGHT 
BEFORE HE PLEADED 
GUILTY 10 ROBBERY 


‘IT am at Peace Now,’ Declares 
New York Business Man Who 
Confessed in Court. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 2.—A state of 


emotional exaltation—‘‘peace’’ he calls 
it—has come upon Philip T. White 
since his confession in opén court that 


while he was a respected $6000-a-year 
business man by day, he associated with 
highwaymen at night and joined them 


in a daylight robbery of his own 
firm. White was formerly sales 
manager for John W. Masury & Son, 


paint manufacturers, in Brooklyn, and 
was indicted for complicity in robbing 
bank messengers of the firm of $3032 on 
June 5 last. He will be sentenced 
Wednesday. 

While White, in his cell, rejoices over 
having made a clean breast of his 
crime, his wife .sits in her Elizabeth 
(N. J.) home trying to formulate plans 
for the future in which she will be 
alone with her two small children. 

Wife Forgive; Him. 

“T have forgiven Philip,” she said to- 
day. ‘Indeed, I have greater confi- 
dence in him than ever. He fell—as 
many a good man has fallen—but he 
has repented and I know there was 
no crime in his heart. Some day we'll 
be together again and happy and live 
down all this. 

“The children and I will get along. 
I am not afraid. I am well and they 
are strong, hearty children. I am facing 
the future hopefully.” 

Until White whispered to her as he 
entered Justice Aspitall’s courtroom 
yesterday that he had prayed all night 
and intended to confess, Mrs. White 
believed absolutely in his innocence. 

White seems almost as much relieved 
today over confessing his dissipations as 
he does over confessing his part in 
crime. His wife knew nothing of his 
doings in the tenderloin until the trial. 

‘‘T thought his life was an open book,’ 
she said, after his confession. She de- 
nied that she had any part in bringing 
about that confession or knowing that 
there was anything to confess. 

“I pleaded guilty of my own will,” 
White told reporters. ‘‘Neither my law- 
yer, my wife nor anyone else advised me. 
to. I had not even made up my own 
mind until I reached the courtroom. i 
met my wife there and kissed her, and 
decided at that moment that it was the 
manly thing to do. 

First Confessed to Wife. 

“I told her it was all true, and that 
she must be brave and help me 
through the crisis. I told her that I 
prayed all through the night and that 
as I saw it I must admit my guilt. 

“It must have been a dreadful shock 
to her, for till that moment she believed 
absolutely in my innocence. 

‘A feeling of peace has come to me 
that | have not had in years. I hav: 
no other crime to look back on, but 
“here are other things that make a 
man wretched—the things that tell him 
he is on the downward road. These 
things I have Known, and I have suf- 
tered deeply because of them.’’ 

“The night life of Manhattan did this 
for White,”’ said C. G. F. Wahle of 
White's counsel. ‘‘He began to spend 
there beyond his means, and soon found 
himself in debt. He had to do some- 
thing, and so he did this. I do not be- 
lieve that White ever suggested the 
s0bbery, as has been intimated tn the 
testimony already heard. I think the 
suggestion came from someone else, and 
being in the plight he was, he was too 
weak to resist.”’ 


HUERTA BONDS PAY FOR FLATS 


Deal for New York Property Closed 
by Friend of Former Dictator. 
NEW YORK, April 29.—From Mexi- 
can dictator to New York landlord—thus 
is rounding out the career of Victorians 
Huerta. Three hundred thousand dol- 
lars, par value in Mexican bonds, were 
tendered yesterday in payment for a 
block of North Harlem flat houses and 
it was said that the securities came from 
the strong box of the late chief of the 
turbulent republic. They were paid over 
by John de Kay, a close friend of Huer. 
ta, to John S. Heep, who acquired the 

property recently. 

The $300,000 in bonds stands for the 
buyer’s equity in the flats, above mort- 
gages aggreating $1,057,000. The bonds 
are part of an issue. of $20,000,000 issued 
during the Huerta regime, $16,000,000 be- 
ing floated in New York by J. P. Mor- 
gan and Company, Kuhn, Loeb and 
Company and other bankers.
